The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  191  (107  Males  and  84  Females) 
representing  an  Annual  Birth  Bate  of  21-25  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  same  period  was  78,  including  five  in  the 
fain  ham  Llnion  Infirmary,  two  in  the  Brook  wood  Asylum,  and  one  in  the  Guildford  County 
Hospital,  which  represents  an  Annual  Death  Bate  of  8-6  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

ASTI  Deaths  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Consumption,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  -8  per  1 000 

While  only  one  Death  was  due  to  other  Diseases  of  the  Lungs  : -1  per  1,000. 

Nine  Deaths  were  attributed  to  Heart  Disease  : 1 per  1,Q00 

Accidents  caused  three  Deaths,  and  Suicide  one. 

The  P^ths  of  Infants  under  one  year  were  15  in  number,  which  in  proportion  to  the

All  six  patients  recovered. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever.— Forty-six  cases  reported,  which  were  distributed  as  follows  :— 

(a)  Camberley  J4  cases  in  9 houses. 

(5)  Yorktown  27  cases  in  16  houses.

Thirteen  cases  from  Camberley,  and  twenty-five  from  Yorktown  were  removed  either  to  our 
own  Hospital  or  to  Farnham. 

Camberley  cases,  and  the  two  at  Frimley  were  removed  by  the  Military 
Authorities  to  their  Hospital  at  Aldershot.  ^

Nearly  all  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  occurred  during  the  first  half  of  the  year 
in  fact  only  Six  have  been  reported  during  the  last  six  months,  consequently  I trust  we  shall  now 
resume  our  former  good  reputation  in  this  respect. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS. 


New  Buildings. — Plans  were  approved  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  161  Houses,  of 
which  81  were  for  dwellings  for  the  working  classes,  but  in  23  of  the  latter  the  work  has  not 
been  commenced,  although  the  Plans  were  submitted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Isolation  Hospital. — Thirty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  treated  here  during  the 
year,  three  cases  were  sent  to  the  Parnham  Isolation  Hospital,  where  also  four  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  treated. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  year  146  additional  houses  in  the  District  have  been  connected 
with  the  Public  Supply.  The  water  has  invariably  stood  the  monthly  test  for  purity. 

Twenty  samples  of  Well  Water  were  examined,  nine  of  which  were  found  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes,  and  one  was  of  a suspicious  character.  As  a result  of  this,  16  houses  have  been 
connected  with  the  Public  Supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Messrs.  Willcox  & Raikes,  the  Engineers  engaged  by 
the  Council  for  this  work,  attended  a Special  Meeting  of  the  Council,  on  December  8th,  and 
produced  detailed  plans  and  estimates  of  their  Scheme  for  the  Sewerage  of  the  District,  and  the 
Council  approved  the  same. 

The  Scheme  is  a Comprehensive  one  and  provides  for  the  Sewerage  of  the  entire  District, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  convey  the  whole  of  the  Sewage  to  the  present  Yorktown  Farm,  and  treat  it 
there  in  Septic  Tanks  and  fine  grain  Bacteria  Beds.  By  it  at  least  three  congested  cesspool  areas 
will  be  abolished.  A trunk  sewer  is  to  be  carried  through  the  Blackwater  River  Valley  to 
Mytchett,  which  will  intercept  Frimley  Street,  Frimley  Green,  Sturt  Larie  and  Mytchett,  also  the 
Sewer  from  the  Watchetts  Valley,  which  is  to  take  the  Sewage  from  the  Brackendale  and  Waverley 
Court  Estates. 

The  whole  of  this  will  be  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Yorktown  Farm,  and  there  pumped 
into  the  Tanks. 

The  Bridge  Cottages. — A long  standing  case  of  dispute — is  to  be  sewered  by  a 9-in. 
gravitating  Sewer,  and  received  at  the  Farm  in  a 7-feet  steel  tank  Sewer,  large  enough  for  the 
storage  of  the  night  flow.  Thence  it  will  be  pumped  to  the  Beds.  This  Sewer  will  be  15-feet 
deep  at  the  Farm  entrance. 

Camberley  will  be  drained  as  before,  i.e.,  by  gravitation,  delivering  at  about  the  present 
level  of  the  land.  As  however,  the  Tanks  and  Beds  will  be  some  6-feet  out  of  ground,  it  is 
proposed  to  insert  a cast-iron  hydraulic  main  through  the  Vale  Road  in  order  to  allow  of  the 
Sewage  discharging  on  to  the  surface  of  the  beds  without  having  recourse  to  pumping.  This 
Sewerage  is  to  be  extended  by  a 9-in.  Sewer  through  the  valley  to  the  Jolly  Farmer  Inn. 

The  entire  Scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £52,000,  exclusive  of  Engineers  and  legal  expenses, 
and  all  compensations. 

The  Royal  Albert  Orphanage. — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  case  of  Infectious 
Disease  has  been  notified  at  this  Institution. 

I found  it  expedient  to  close  the  Camberley  and  Yorktown  Schools  on  March  18th,  for  a 
period  of  Six  weeks,  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Seaton,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  has 
visited  the  District  on  several  occasions,  and  rendered  very  valuable  assistance,  also  to  Mr.  Uren, 
the  Surveyor,  and  Mr.  Hartfree,  the  Inspector,  the  latter  of  whom  has  carried  out  his  duties  in  a 
most  efficient  manner,  and  has  at  all  times  most  willingly  given  me  the  greatest  help.
